The events at Drumcree in July have rightly been recognised 
as one of, if not the, most important demonstrations of 
Protestant unity and determination to exercise their cultural 
and religious liberties in contemporary Protestant history.

ULSTER SAYS ENOUGH IS 

ENOUGH 


Protests in Londonderry following the RUC decision to ban 
the Orange Order from walking the Garvaghy Road followed 
much the same pattern as in other areas of the Province. 
Trouble, however was less evident on the ground as protest 
organisers kept a tight reign on things. During the stand off at 
Drumcree, blockades of both the Craigavon and Foyle bridges 
passed off peacefully. Protests were also held in the outlying 
villages and rural housing estates. Several hundred protesters 
held vigils at Newbuildings, Tullyally, Drumahoe, Nelson Drive, 
Lincon Courts and Irish Street. 


Trouble erupted in 
a number of areas as 
the RUC arrived in full 
paramilitary riot gear 
and proceeded to re¬ 
move peaceful protest¬ 
ers with force. The 
force used however 
was not the minimum 
required by law but the 
maximum that they could get away with. On succes¬ 
sive nights crowds of women and children had 
landrovers race at them at high speeds in an 
attempt to remove them. Plastic bullets were fired 
into a crowd of women and children in Tullyally 
without warning. Local youths responded in a 
predictable fashion by throwing stones and bottles 
against what they perceived as an unprovoked 
attack on their community. Residents reported that 
they were told to get of the streets or they would be 
shot. 



Reports that Army per¬ 
sonnel in RUC uniform carried 
out the attacks abound as many 
residents stated that those fir¬ 
ing the baton rounds had no 
identification numbers and ill- 
fitting uniforms. It is true that 
many spoke with English ac¬ 
cents and arrived in Army per¬ 
sonnel carriers. 

Burning barricades were 
erected across the Ardmore 
road and at the Duncastle road 
in Newbuildings a disused 
building was set on fire. Two 
cars and a digger were burnt 
and used as a barricade at 
Tullyally. These were set on 
fire but no petrol bombs were 
thrown at police lines. Less 
than twenty yards away on the 
same stretch of road.

By Wednesday no-one 
could have predicted how 
much the atmosphere was 
about to change as the decision 
to ban the parade from the 
Garvaghy Road was lifted. Ri¬ 
oters took to the streets with 
military precision in Republican 
areas. In Londonderry 1000 
petrol bombs were hurled 
every hour at the police lines. 
American Journalists spoke of 
known IRA activists directing 
operations as line upon line of 
Republican youths launched a 
never ending stream of petrol 
bombs at commercial property 
and police lines. The main sort¬ 
ing office for the Royal Mail 
was fire bombed and National¬ 
ist youth who engaged in the 
rioting queued the next day at 
their local ’ Social Security of¬ 
fices demanding their Giros. 
Having been duly obliged they 
again took to the streets armed 
with Dutch courage and the 
obligatory petrol bomb. 

These same youths were 
to repeat their performances 
for the foreign news crews in 
the aftermath of the Apprentice 
Boys parade on August 10th as 
they threw petrol bombs once 
more at the RUC and damaged 
the Diamond War Memorial in 
the City Centre, the target of

PARTS of the city were brought to a 
; standstill last Monday, as protestors 
blocked roads at Newbuildings, Nelson 
Drive, Drumahoe and Tullyally. 

Also, officers and members of the City 
of Londonderry Grand Orange Lodge 
handed a letter of protest into Strand 
Road police headquarters. 

In the main, the protests, carried out 
in support of the Orangemen at 
Drumcree, passed off peacefully. 
However, there was rioting at 
Tullyally, where a car and a builders’ 
lifting vehicle were set on fire. 

A RUC spokesperson said a small 
number of plastic baton rounds were 
fired after police came under attack by 
youths, who were manning a burning 
barricade, began throwing petrol 
bombs. 

There were no reports of arrests or 
injuries.

Nicholl, claimed that the police were 
responsible for the riot. 

He said: “There were no problems 
when the local police were on the 
scene. But the DMSU (District Mobile 
Support Unit) arrived and adopted a 
heavy-handed approach. 

“They told people to clear the street or 
they would be shot. The police fired a 
baton round before a stone was fired, 
and they clubbed a man out looking for 
his son. 

“Stones were only thrown at them 
after that. The local police had kept a 
distance all through the protest, and it 
was only when the DMSU came on the 
scene that there was any disturbance. 
“The damage done to the car and 
builders’ lifting truck, which admitted¬ 
ly happened earlier, was regrettable, 
but, in context of what is taking place 
throughout the rest of the province, 
was minimal.”

the Protesters at Drumcree. 
Members of the Somme Me¬ 
morial LOL 842 Bristol made 
their way to Ballymoney on the 
Wednesday in order to take 
part in the protests. The Breth¬ 
ren then remained in Ulster for 
the Twelfth of July celebrations 
in Ballycastle, were they ac¬ 
companied LOL 956 from 
Ballymoney. Adding to the cos¬ 
mopolitan flavour of the day 
was the fact that both Lodges 


led by the Prince of Orange 
Flute Band from Coatbridge in 
Scotland. 

A spokesman for the 
Bristol Lodge said that they 
had enjoyed a marvellous time 
in Ballymoney and stated that

Some of Rome's "saints" have been taken off the calendar 
as not having existed - St. Philomena for instance, who had a 
great following among the credulous, or St. Barbara, the patron 
saint of those in danger of death by lightning or cannon-balls! 
Alexander Robertson in his book "The Roman Catholic Church in 
Italy" gives examples of the multiplication of relics of saints and 
others, scattered here and there in various places. 

MANYBODIED "SAINTS”. 

"There arose in the church this extraordinary state of 
matters that some saints have many bodies, besides quantities of 
arms, legs, and fingers. St. Peter has three bodies. St. Andrew has 
five, besides the head of a sixth. But St. James the Greater has 
seven bodies, besides some extra heads. Mary Magdalene has 
four bodies; whilst her hair, preserved in hundreds of churches, if 
collected could meet the world's demand for wigs! St Pancras 
who is said to have been a boy martyr of the 3rd century, has 
twelve bodies of all shapes and sizes, all attested as genuine by 
Papal bulls." 


THE HOLYJMQUSE 

"One need not wonder 
that Pagans and fictitious be¬ 
ings are adored as saints, when 
mules,mice, dogs, pigs, lambs 
and donkeys have been exalted 
into that blessed category- 
saints. At Lodeve, in Herault, 
France, a mouse ate the Holy 
water, when straightway the 
Priests pronounced it a saint, 
and the "Holy Mouse" was 
venerated in the city".

For two decades British Government policy has deliberately been directed 
at destroying a thriving and wealth generating economy, thereby making Ulster 
dependent upon Westminster subsistence and hence susceptible to political 
manipulation.

Ulster has a first class rail 
and road network linked for 
import and export purposes to 
an international airport equal to 
any in Europe, and a port in 
Belfast which is one of the 
busiest in the UK. We have a 
skilled work force with an ex¬ 
cellent industrial training pro¬ 
gramme, which coupled with 
good industrial relations and 
high productivity makes Ulster 
the envy of Europe. In educa¬ 
tion Ulster's universities have 
excellent research facilities 
with a close rapport between 
them and industry, with overall 
our education system produc¬ 
ing more "high flyers" propor¬ 
tionally to the Mainland. So¬ 
cially, we have one of the 
lowest crime rates in the west¬ 
ern world and a health care 
system second to none. Low 
housing costs result in a high 
disposable income, making Ul¬ 
ster on of the most attractive 
areas in the UK for inward 


investment. With the height¬ 
ened awareness of tourism as a 
business opportunity, and with 
tourism prospects providing a 
more favourable investment 
climate than for many years, 
Ulster has the potential to be¬ 
come a major tourist centre in 
the world. 

With factors such as these 
there is no doubt that with hard 
work and individual personal 
commitment an Independent 
Ulster could survive and pros¬ 
per economically.

DO UNTO THEM.DUBLIN DUPLICITY 

For many years the Protestant people of Ulster have 
become more and more aware of the absolute hatred and 
contempt the Irish Government have for the Protestant reli¬ 
gion, culture and traditions. This belief was graphically con¬ 
firmed and evident through the speeches and statements 
made during the "Siege of Drumcree" by Irish Government 
ministers and politicians. 


Statements from John Bruton and Dick Spring 
especially, quite simply pure sectarian bile straight 
from their gut. The absolute and total hatred by the 
Irish political establishment for Ulster Protestant 
was amazingly clear for all to see. The Irish 
establishment forgot the first rule of deception by 
letting their sectarian hatred and rage emerge 
unchecked after the Orange Order church service 
parade was allowed to continue down the Garvaghy 
Road. In place of their usual perfidious and 
treacherous "mask” of sic, "tolerance" we saw their 
true face; a face of venomous vile Irish Roman 
Catholic Republicanism, and it's detestation of the 
Ulster Protestant People! 


As such there is no doubt 
that the sectarian attacks car¬ 
ried out by Irish Republican 
mobs on Protestant homes, 
churches and business after 
11th July, was the result of the 
nakedly, sectarian, and inflam¬ 
matory speeches made by the 
various Irish politicians who 
appeared on the world media, 
most notably the BBC. 

The sectarian attacks and 
ethnic cleansing of Protestants 
in North Belfast, South Down, 
Newtonbutler; Lisnaskea; Enni¬ 
skillen, Omagh, Castlederg, 
Coalisland, Londonderry, the 


Fountain Estate - the list goes 
on and on - all lie firmly at the 
doorstep of Leinster House in 
Dublin. 

Such "indirectly sanc¬ 
tioned" attacks on Ulster by the 
Dublin establishment though is 
not new. The Irish republic 
provides the Republican mur¬ 
der squads with the "blood and 
heart" they need to survive, in 
the form of safe training areas, 
storage and manufacturing of 
explosives bases. Yet during 27 
years of violence, compared to 
Ulster or the UK, the Irish 
Republic, in terms of death and 


destruction has suffered mini¬ 
mally. In short, whilst perpetu¬ 
ating the violence in Ulster, the 
Irish Republic has suffered lit¬ 
tle but indirectly caused great 
pain and suffering in Ulster and 
the Mainland. 

After the "unmasking" of 
the Irish establishment during 
"Drumcree", Bruton, Spring 
and the rest of their parasitic 
cohorts must be made well 
aware that they are fully an¬ 
swerable for their sectarian 
bigoted actions during the past 
months, and over the past 27 
years, and the suffering and 
pain they help maintain. The 
entire role of the Dublin estab¬ 
lishment in relation to Republi¬ 
can violence in Ulster must 
now be reappraised, and

tants". Hence a United Ireland 
is there for the Republicans to 
take, and as such there is no 
need for violence today. (It 
seems that only in this circum¬ 
stance will the PNF accept the 
democratic tenet of majority 
rule!!). 

Coogan goes on to that 
all Republicans now need to 
do is to aim for some sort of 
Federal / Join Authority body 
to run Ulster, until the Protes¬ 
tants have been out-bred / out¬ 
numbered. 

This argument Coogan 
basis on his assessment of the 
birth rate of Protestants Vs 
Roman Catholics, arguing that 
the higher Roman Catholic 
birth rate and the high level of 
middle class Protestant migrat¬ 


ion, Protestants eventually be¬ 
ing outnumbered. However for 
some spurious reason Coogan 
also argues that the large 
number of those who gave "no 
religion" or did not state their 
religion on the census were in 
fact mainly Roman Catholic! 
This is obviously a case of 
"loading the dice" to give 
weight to his argument! 

Coogan though is not the 
first to follow this line of argu¬ 
ment. John Hume, fellow PNF 
apologist, first expounded this 
argument stating that it would 
be best for Unionists to accept 
a deal on Ulster now whilst 
they could get favourable terms 
due to their numerical superior¬ 
ity, rather than wait until they 
were "out-bred" by Roman 
Catholics, and a settlement im¬ 
posed! 

This demographic argu¬ 
ment can easily be literally shot 
to pieces. Firstly in the words 
of Mark Twain, "There are lies, 
dammed lies and statistics". 


Demographic trends are notori¬ 
ously difficult to predict with 
accuracy and ultimately mean 
little in substantive factual evi¬ 
dence. 

Secondly, Protestants 
have always been in a minority 
on this island, being outnum¬ 
bered means little. 

Thirdly, no matter how 
many "Non-Protestants" the 
PNF can muster against us, 
there will always be a core of 
one million Protestants, who 
will never, never accept a 
United Ireland. 

If, and it is a big if, we are 
ever out-bred by Roman Catho¬ 
lics, let no-one, but no-one, we 
will meekly accept a United 
Ireland, and the Gaelic, Roman 
Catholic domination and perse¬ 
cution such an "Irish Utopia" 
entails. There will always be 
enough young Protestant men 
able and willing to pick up a 
gun or plant a bomb to ensure 
such an "Irish Utopia" never 
sees reality. The wishes of 
Coogan, Hume, and the apolo¬ 
gists of the PNF, and their 
attempts at psychological war¬ 
fare does not so much alarm 
Protestants, but instead makes 
them more determined to resist 
the Republican nightmare of 
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"their" perceived "united" is^ 
land . The only tangible results 
of such PNF propaganda 
scares perpetrated by apolo¬ 
gists such as Coogan and 
Hume, is to force Protestants 
to "dig their trenches a little 
deeper, raise their ramparts, 
and pass the ammunition out." 
The mistake the PNF apolo¬ 
gists continually make is to 
ignore or belittle the determi¬ 
nation of the Protestant com¬ 
munity to resist the imposition 
of a "united island". In this 
they ignore our history, our 
ability to defend ourselves, our 
ability to absorb great suffering 
and loss. Because of this we 
can unequivocally state - 
"THERE WILL NEVER BE 
A PEACEFUL UNITED IS- 
LAND WHILST ONE 
PROTESTANT AND ONE 
WEAPON REMAINS."

The crypt chapel of the Palace 
of Westminster, dedicated to 
"Our Lady" was available for 
the retreatants and mass was 
available weekly. It is said that 
Lords, MPs, catering and ad¬ 
ministrative staff now regularly 
attend Romish Mass there. 

It is quite evident that the 
energetic activities of such 
persons as David Alton and 


Franciscan "Father" Michael 
Seed, who constantly trawls 
for potential converts to Rom¬ 
anism among the British aris¬ 
tocracy is part of a great Ro¬ 
man Catholic plot to bring 
every person in a position of 
power in the UK under the 
yoke of Rome.

During the last twenty seven years of the "troubles" many and varied have 
been the schemes and intrigues used by the RUC and Government agencies 
against those Loyalist activists who by their actions in defence of their country 
have come under the notice of these bodies. These may range from promises 
to overlook minor offences against the law to substantial cash inducements. 
Of course, really what it amounts to is thirty pieces of silver in reward for 
betraying your friends and comrades. The following article is an account of a 
series of interviews conducted between one such person and Special Branch 
Officers. It is reprinted here in order to discourage any other young Loyalists 
in the area from taking such a misguided course of action. 


Meeting No. 1 

1 was walking outside Barn's when a man dressed in a 
blue boilersuit approached me and asked me to follow' 
him. We walked around the sea front and stopped at a 
metal fence, he leaned over the fence and so did I. He 
said it was a good idea to meet in a place like this, I said 
if you say so. He then said come with me, I got into the 
back of this car and he also got into the back seat and we 
drove off into the country. They never spoke until I was 
checked for wires. 

Q. Why was I interested in doing this? 

A. T do not approve of people using extreme violence. 

Q. Why did you not contact the local Special Branch? 

A. I stated that I did not know there was a local Special 

Branch. He then said well R_. Rather than look 

stupid I said that I didn't trust them. He said what do you 
mean? I said that I just don't trust them. He said is 

_in toe with the local S.B.? I said that I didn't 

know'. I just Don't trust them. 

Then the other man with a beard, (mixing grey hair with 
a beard, early forties), said OK we will have to have a 
number where we can contact you. so I gave them my 
home number. They asked what night would suit and 1 
said a Monday night after football practice - 9.10 pm. So 
they said they would be in touch and left me back to 
w here they had picked me up. 

Meeting No. 2 

They rang me at 9.15 pm the following Monday night 
and told me to go out of the house and start walking 
down the road, so I did. They pulled up and picked me 

up and headed off. One man said Hello R_hold up 

your arms and he checked me for wires. They asked me 

how long had 1 known _ and I said for a few' 

months. 


Q. Are you a member of the UDA or UFF? 

A. No 

Q. Do you expect to be asked to join? 

A. Yes 

Q. How Sure? 

A. Pretty sure. 

They said that's good a fresh man from the start we will 
have to teach you a few tricks but that will come later. 

They asked me if I knew were __was living at 

present and I gave them the whereabouts. They asked me 

if I knew' any of_'s friends and I said no we are 

always on a one to one basis. 

They then said right that will do for tonight we will 
have to make an excuse to work in Coleraine police 
station, they dropped me off and away they went. 

Meeting No. 3 

They rang at the usual time, usual pick up, checked for 
wires. There then followed several questions concerning 
_'s personal details. 

Q. Well did you hear any names of anyone? 

A. No, I haven't 

Q. Not even nicknames? 

A. Not even any nicknames, 

Q. Well does he talk war stories? 

A. Once. 

Q. What was it about? 

A. How Gerald Casey was killed. 

Q. How was he killed? 

A. I heard it was with an AK47. 

OK he said. 



















Q. Did I know where_hid 

any weapons 

A, No, I didn’t. 

Q. Did you ever hear _ 

mention people he would like to kill. 

A. No. 

Q. Between this bout of questions we 
were stopped by police outside Lis- 
colman, he put a blanket over mv 
head and pushed me to the floor. 
The driver must have showed his id 
as I heard the cop say that's OK go 
on. 

Q. Was I ever in Belfast with 

? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Was it UDA headquarters? 

A. Could be, I don't really know. 

Q. Who was there? 

A. I didn't know anyone there. 

Q. Did you hear any names? 

A. No 

Q. What, you must have heard nick¬ 
names or something? 

A. I was so indulged my mind was a 
blank. 

Q. What was_doing there? 

A. I guess he was socialising. 

They laughed. 

Q. Was_in the same room 

as you? 

A. No. 

Q. Where was he? 

A. In another room. 

Q. Who else was in that room? 

A. Don't know I wasn't there. 

Q. How long was he in the room? 

A. Ten minutes. 

Q. Where did he go after he came 
out of the room? 

A. We went home. 

Q. What did he talk about on the 
way home? 

A. Nothing much. 

Q. He must have talked about some¬ 
thing? 


A. Yes, the weather and how to keep 
pheasants. 

Q. You don't seem to hear or see 
much do you R_. 

A. That's hardly my fault. 

Q. Does_talk about drugs? 

A. Yes 

Q. What does he say? 

A. He disapproves of anyone dealing. 
Q. Does he name drug dealers? 

A. No 

Q. Do you know any drug pushers? 
A. Yes. 

Q. Who do you know? 

A. W_e M_n From Col¬ 

eraine. 

Q. Did you tell_this? 

A. Yes 

Q. What was his response? 

A. Someone should pull off his good 
leg. 

They laughed and called it a night. 

Meeting No. 4 

They rang the following Wednesday 
and asked me if I could meet them in 
Portrush on Thursday or Friday. I 
said Friday around 12.00. They 
picked me up at the roundabout 
down from Kelly's. When I got into 
the car there was a new face, he was 
introduced as Billy their boss, a grey 
haired man, combed back, late for¬ 
ties. I was checked for wires and we 
drove of into the country. There must 
have been more S.B. about as they 
kept radio contact as we passed 
certain road ends. This man Billy did 
all the questioning 

Q. Have you known_long? 

A. A few months 

Q. Do you know he is a terrorist? 

A. Is he? 

Q. Listen R_, you know he is. 

why else w ould you be here? 

A. I don't know that I've never seen 
him doing terrorist activities. 


Q. Do you know' anything about a 
robbery near Dunseverick? 

A. No. 

R_, we must establish trust 

between us, we don't care about 
robberies or minor crime. We over¬ 
look that. Now' do you know' any¬ 
thing about a robbery' near Dunsev¬ 
erick? I replied no. He said you know 

R_, your not being very 

straight here, the right ear and 
_might hear of what your at. 

A. If that's what you want to do. then 
do it. 

By this time we were back in Por¬ 
trush and they dropped me off were 
they had picked me up and said that 
they would call me on Monday 
night. 

Meeting No. 5 

They rang at the usual time, usual 
pick up. Their boss was not there. 
They did not check this time for 

wires. They said R_, you 

have a problem. I said what, they 
said that the head of your local S.B. 
was asking why he had not been 
informed of such actions going on in 
his area and we had to give your 
name. It looks as if the whole show 
has been a total waste of time, w hat 
do you want to do? I replied, well 
you are the experts, if you say it's a 
waste of time, then it's a waste of 
time, so they drove me home and as I 
was getting out, they said to me don't 

blow your cover because _ 

would kill you, they drove off and I 
never heard from them since. 

This transcript was provided to 
Warrior by the person referred 

to therein as R_, and is 

a factual account of meetings 
which took place between him¬ 
self and Special Branch officers 
over a period of weeks. If you 
have been approached in a simi¬ 
lar manner we suggest that you 
contact your solicitor immedi¬ 
ately and supply them with all 
the relevant details. Only by 
doing so will you prevent your¬ 
self from being sucked into this 
life of deception.
